“The citations presented to sup- 
port these charges have been ex- 
aminéd both by the Domestic News 
Committee and directors of the 
Associated Press Managing Edi- 
tors Association. Mr. Hazen sum- 
rnarized his viewpoint before the 
convention. The subject was dis- 
cussed for more than an hour 

“The directors concur unani- 
mousiy in the decision of the 
APMEA Domestic News Co 
tee which Tejected the charges as 
wholly unsupported and unj)usti- 
fied. 

“We have confidence that the 
Associated Press serves no party, 
politician or ideology. It strives 
always to be objective, impartial 
end factual: it succeeds in this 
endeavor so consistently that this 
Board wishes to convey to the 
staff and management its congrat- 
ulations.” 

Frank J. Starzel, general mana- 
ger of the Associated Press, said: 

“TI welcome the statement by 
directors of the Associated Press 
Managing Editors Association and 
‘applaud it enthusiastically because 
it gives the support merited by an 
Associated Press staff devoted to 
honest and forthright news re- 
porting.”

“T have received ample evidence 
at this convention that there is 
widespread concern among Asso- 
ciated Press managing editors over 
bias in the Associated Press news 
report. 

“My contention has been that 
Associated Press management has 
been negligent in failing to re- 
move bias, whether intentional] or 
unintentional.

A New Look at Defense 


The Communist threat demands a con- 
stant state of readiness, perhaps for years 
to come, in this and all countries. 

Right now the problem is to build up 
our strength, and that of our friends in 
Europe, to a point sufficient to deal with 
aggression. The long-range task is to main- 
tain that strength without endangering the 
freedoms from whence it springs. 

In an address before the Associated 
Press Managing Editors Association yes- 
terday, Gen. Omar Bradley, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, pointed out that 
defense obviously requires a larger Army, 
Navy and Air Force than we ever have had 
before. 

At the same time production must be 


increased greatly. A big Army, Navy and 


Air Force are of little value unless they 

are superbly equipped. There must be pro- 

vision for needs of the civilian population. 
_ Our supply of manpower is limited. 

To strike a sound balance between the 
demands of the Armed Forces and indus- 
try, General Bradley suggested a revised 
concept of the National Guard and reserve 
units. All National Guard organizations 
and a good portion of reserve units ought 
to be made up of men who have had the 
benefit of a couple of years of active mili- 
tary service. They would be ready for 
combat immediately, and would be kept 
ready by annual training sessions. 

The time when this country could take 
months to build up a fighting force is gone. 
We could lose Western Europe if we had to 
ae for fighting men to trained for 

ttle. 


Mao Now Must 
Make His Choice 


If the Chinese Communists did indeed 
intervene in Korea because they feared 
American forces would invade Manchuria, 
Mr. Truman’s reassurances provide them 
with a ready-made opportunity to with- 
draw without loss of face. 

The President has told the Chinese 
Communists that this country is acting in 
accordance with UN policy in Korea and 
we never have had any intention of start- 
ing a war with China. United States 
troops will stay on the Korean side of the 
border and Korean and Chinese interests 
will be protected. 

We hardly see how more emphatic re- 
assurances could have been given. Nobody 
in the free world, of course, believes this 
country is bent upon aggression. There is 
reason to doubt that the Chinese do. But, 
if so, the President has gone as far as he 
honorably can go in an effort to allay any 
suspicions. 

Mao Tze-tung and his followers now 
know precisely where this country stands. 
It is up to them to make the choice. 


Carter Barron, 
A Great Georgian 


Carter Barron had become in recent 
years as popular and familiar a figure in 
the nation’s capital as he was in Georgia 
during his football-playing days at Tech. 

President Truman described him as one 
of the ablest men in town and one of the 
greatest assets the District of Columbia 
ever had. He was active in civic and 

litical affairs, having served the national 

»mocratic Party in many capacities. He 
was a personal friend of the President and 
was chairman of the presidential inaugural 
parade in 1949. | 

But, despite the demands on his time, 
Mr. Barron was noted for helping others. 
One of his last official acts before his death 
on Thursday was to guide eae 10-year-old 
Georgia boy on a tour of the capital, in- 
cluding a visit to the White House. It was 
his consideration of others which inspired 
his dying request that his eyes be given to 
medical science for transplanting to some- 
one whose sight they might save. 

His death is a great loss. 


Obviously, General Bradley’s plan can- 
not be put into practice immediately for 
the simple reason the trained men are not 
available. It seems to us the plan involves 
universal service—not mere training—with 
an obligation to serve in the National 
Guard or reserve components for a stipu- 
lated period. It ought to be done. 

Reflecting the view of the military 
leaders and State Department officials that 
our stake still is greatest in Western Eu- 
rope, General Bradley devoted much of his 
address to the first detailed exposition of 
this. country’s attitude toward rearming 
Germany. : 

It is, the General believes, urgently nec- 
essary. While conceding French fears of 
German resurgence are legitimately based 
on three invasions in 80 years, General 
Bradley pointed out that the Belgians, the 
Dutch and the British have equally as 
much to fear. 

It is unthinkable, he said, that Germans 
should not be allowed to participate in 
their own defense. 


There will be no German general staff, 
no German war machine as such. What 
the United States and all other North At- 
larftic nations, except France, want is a 
German force integrated into the combined 
force. 

General Bradley’s remarks may be 
taken as a mild warning to France. Cer- 

, tainly the threat of Russian aggression far 
outweighs the danger of German units in 
a North Atlantic Army. French recalci- 
trance is holding up adequate defense. 


Let’s Look at 
The Excess Profits Tax 


What is an excess profits tax supposed 
to accomplish? 

It is designed to siphon off business’s 
excess profits created by the country’s de- 
fense preparations. A corollary purpose is 
to help control inflation through draining 
away funds which otherwise would in- 
tensify competition for limited amounts of 
goods. 

Because of political pressures, the ex- 
cess profits tax has taken on a sort of a 
halo. Particularly is that true in labor 
union circles where it is held to be the 
symbol of equalizing the defense tax 
burden. 

Actually, our experiences in World 
Wars I and II with the excess profits tax 
were not too happy. It is the most compli- 
cated of all tax schemes. It is difficult to 
administer and invariably it penalizes 
firms which are moving forward—and 
which would do so whether or no there 
were large defense expenditures. 


Consider, for instance, the television in- 
dustry. Only in the last couple of years 
has it made much progress. But the base 
period for reckoning normal corporation 
profits has been mentioned as 1946 to 1948. 
Profits in excess of the normal for those 
years would be taxed 75 per cent. In the 
case of the television industry, which is 
cited merely as an example, profits which 
have only begun to appear in the last two 
years would be taxed 75 per cent. 

Let it be emphasized that The Consti- 
tution believes business should bear its full 
share of the cost of rearmament. The 
problem is finding an equitable way in 
which that can be done. To accept the 
excess. profits tax as the only solution is to 
close our minds to progress in that respect. 
We refuse to accept the excess profits tax 
as sacrosanct. 

Perhaps a normal corporate tax with 
a super tax imposed’ for defense purposes, 
as has been suggested, is the more sensible 
approach. Possibly it is not. But at any 
-rate the Congress ought to consider the 
problem with an open mind and not rush 
pell-mell into an excess profits tax merely 
because it has political appeal. 

The economic welfare of the nation is 
far too important an issue to be settled 
merely on the basis of political expediency.

Reports from Washington have it that the 
Defense Department is considering a change in 
the color of Army uniforms to Confederate gray. 


This despite the fact that word from Korea is to the effect 
that what's needed immediately are union suits. 


No explanation has been offered for the contemplated switch 
in uniform colors. But political pundits are naturally attributing 
it to the power to be wielded in the forthcoming Congress by 
Southern Democrats. 


Of course, it may stem from more practical reasons. This 
is an age of mechanized warfare, I mean, and gray doesn’t 
show grease so readily. 


At any rate, the change is the greatest suggested sop to the 
South since a Mississippi WCTU passed a resolution calling. on 
Army bands to substitute “Dixie” for “Roll Out the Barrel.” 


It may be just a question of time, at this rate, before the 
Army starts paying o‘f in Confederate money. Come to think 
of it, CSA Dollars may soon be worth as much as USA ones, 
the way the latter are going. 


One trusts that the Defense Department has carefully con- 
sidered all the ramifications of the switch to butternut gray. 
They'll have to double the guard around Grant’s Tomb, for in- 
stance, to keep his ghost from picketing the Pentagon. 


This is certainly an era of change. Just the other day I 
read that the Salvation Army was discarlling its tambourines. 
With the Air Corps already in new colored uniforms and the 
ground forces contemplating a switch, one soon may be hard- 
pressed to know whether to salute or contribute.

Control Could Hinge 
On Alaska, Hawaii 


WASHING TON—Now that control of the next 

Senate could easily hinge on the final action to 

be taken on the pending Alaskan and Hawaiian 

statehood bills, it will be interesting to see what Administration 

Democrats do about the measures when Congress reconvenes later 
in the month. 


Both bills have already passed the House and need only the 
approval of the Senate and the President’s signature to become 
law. Mr. Truman is on record in favor of the two territories 
being admitted as the 49th and 50th states. Prior to adjournment 
and before the recent elections Majority Leader Scott Lucas put 
the two bills down on the calendar for the first order of business 
when Congress returns on Nov. 27. 


Close But the Nov. 7 election results, plus the trend shown in 

the earlier territorial elections in Alaska, puts the state- 
hood bills in a dif@erent light. So close is the division of strength 
between the two major parties in the new Senate—49 Demécrats 
to 47 Republicans—that Democratic control could be upset by ad- 
mitting the territories as new states. That is because Alaska and 
Hawaii would be entitled to two seats each in the Senate, if they 
become states. 


By electing all four of the new Senators the Republicans 
would increase their representation to 51. If they elected three 
to the Democrats’ one, the division in the Senate would be exactly 
even, with the vote of Vice President Barkley coming into play to 
break all ties. 

Party politics did not enter into the situation to any extent 
when the bills were passed by the House early in the session. 
Hawaii had been looked upon as normal Republi¢an territory 
while Alaska had been Democratic in its leanings. Thus, the two 
proposed new states were supposed to balance off each other in 
the matter of senatorial representation. 


But since then Alaska has held an election which put the 
Republicans on top. On the basis of the returns, it seems to be a 
fair assumption that, if given statehood, it would send two GOP 
Senators to Washington. Hawaii would be counted on to do the 
same thing. 

Hence the Democrats by voting statehood for the two terri- 
tories would be giving the Republicans an open opportunity to 
upset party control of the upper branch of Congress. Political 
expediency is bound to enter into the situation, and the least that 
can be said is that the outcome of the bills is now doubtful, where- 
as if they had been voted on before the Alaskan elections they 
undoubtedly would have passed. 


Delay Prospects are, therefore, that some excuse will be found 
for not pressing the bills to a final vote when the session 
reconvenes. The short time remaining of the session before the 
new Congress meets in January will lend itself to a delaying action. 

If the bills are not finally apprayed by the Senate before the 
present Congress ends they will have to start all over again at the 
next session. That means going through committees and being 
passed on by the House again. 

Under the terms of the bills Hawaii and Alaska, if given state- 
hood, would first hold a constitutional convention to adopt a con- 
stitution. After that was approved an election would be called to 
select Congressmen and Senators, along with other state offices. 

It is estimated that all of these preliminary details could be 
cleared up within six or eight months, so that it would be possible 
to hold a congressional election some time next Summer, with an 
upset in Democratic Senate control threatened toward the tail end 
of the next session. 

What manner of representation the two states sent to the 
House would be unimportant for two reasons. The new states 
would have only three House members between them—one in 
Alaska and two in Hawaii. The addition of that many new mem- 
bers would have no effect in the House, since the Democrats have 
a large enough majority to absorb this many Republicans without 
upsetting their control. 

The Senate situation will be the controlling factor. It reduces 
itself to the simple proposition of whether the Democrats want to 
take a chance on the Republicans electing enough new members to 
give them a majority. That is going to put a lot of pressure on 
principles.
